REAR PANEL DESCRIPTION 


0 POWER Switch 

Use this switch to turn the SWAlSOlz on and 
off. Make sure the signal source’s level control is 
turned down before you turn it on. 

OaC Receptacle 

This is where you connect the AC linecord to 
provide AC power to the SWAlSOlz’s built-in pow¬ 
er amplifiers. Plug the linecord into an AC socket 
properly configured for your particular model. 

O LIMIT Indicator 

The SWAlSOlz has a built-in limiter that pre¬ 
vents the amplifier outputs from overdriving the 
transducers. The LIMPT indicator lights when the 
limiter is activated. It’s okay for the LIMIT indica¬ 
tor to blink occasionally, but if it blinks frequently 
or lights continuously, turn down the level control 
until the UMPT indicator only blinks occasionally. 

O SIGNAL Present Indicator 

This LED illuminates whenever there is a 
signal present at the FULL RANGE INPUT con¬ 
nector on the rear panel.

This switch reverses the polarity of the sub¬ 
woofer output.

If connecting an unbalanced signal to the

Be sure the SWAlSOlz is plugged into an 
outlet that is able to supply the correct voltage 
specified for your model. If the voltage should 
drop below 97% of the specified line voltage, the 
built-in amplifiers will no longer be able to supply 
rated power. (They will continue to operate down 
to 80% of the rated line voltage, but won't reach 
full power, resulting in lower headroom.) 

Be sure the electrical service can supply 
enough amperage for all the components con¬ 
nected to it. 

We recommend that a stiff (robust) supply of 
AC power be used because the amplifiers place 
high current demands on the AC line. The more 
power that is available on the line, the louder 
the speakers will play and the more peak output 
power will be available for cleaner, punchier bass. 
A suspected problem 日 f "poor bass performance" 
is often caused by a weak AC supply to the ampli¬ 
fiers.

THERMAL 

CONSIDERATIONS 

The SWAlSOlz has a powerful800 watt am¬ 
plifier built-in. As amplifiers produce heat, it 
is important to dissipate the heat as quickly as 
possible. This results in increased reliability and 
longevity for the amplifier. 

The amplifier module is mounted on a large 
heatsink, which is cooled by convection where 
cool air is drawn through it’s fins, carrying the 
heat away. In order for this convection cooling to 
work efnciently, \i is important to provide ade¬ 
quate airspace behind the loudspeaker. When you 
position the SWAlSOlz, we recommend leaving at 
least SIX inches or air space behind it. 

In the unlikely event of the amplifier over¬ 
heating, a buili-m thermal switch will activate, 
whicn mutes the signal. When the amplifier has 
cooled down to a safe operating temperature, the 
也 ermal switch resets itself, and the SWAlSOlz 
resumes normal operation. 

If the thermal switch activates frequently, try 
turning down the level control a notch or two 日 n 
the mixing console (or other signal source) or 
on the subwoofer itself to avoid overheating the 
amplifiers. 

If the temperature in the room is too high, 

It could cause the amplifier to overheat. In this 
case, you should try aiming a fan at the rear panel 
to move more air across the heatsink panel.

• Is 也 e POWER LED on the rear panel glowing 
green? If not, make sure the AC outlet is live.

No sound 

• Is 也 e input LEVEL control for 也 e input 
source or the subwoofer turned all the way 
down? Verify that all the volume controls in 
the system are properly adjusted. 

• Is the signal source working (and making 
union scale)? Make sure the connecting 
cables are in good repair and securely con¬ 
nected at both ends. Make sure the output 
volume (gain) control on the mixing console is 
turned up sufficiently to drive the inputs of the 
speaker. 

• Make sure the mixer does not have a Mute 
on ora Processor loop engaged. If you find 
something like this, make sure the volume/ 
gain is turned down before disengaging the 
offending switch. 

• Is the thermal protection circuit activated? 
Make sure there is at least six inches of free 
space behind the SWAlSOlz. 


Poor bass performance 

• Check the polarity of the connections 
between the mixer and the loudspeakers. 

You may have your positive and negative 
connections reversed at one end of one cable, 
causing one loudspeaker to be out-of-phase. 

• Try switching the PHASE switch on the rear 
panel. This affects the polarity between the 
full-range speakers and the SWAlSOlz and 
may improve the low-frequency response. 

Poor sound 

• Is it loud and distorted? Make 洲 re that you're 
not overdriving a stage in the signal chain. 
Verify that all level controls are set properly. 

• Is the input connector plugged completely 
into the jack? Be sure all connections are se¬ 
cure. It’s a good idea to periodically clean all 
electrical connections with a non-lubricating 
electrical contact cleaner. 

Noise 

• Make sure all connections to the active loud¬ 
speakers are good and sound. 

• Make sure none of the signal cables are 
routed near AC cables, power transformers, 
or other EMI-inducing devices. 

• Is there a light dimmer or other SCR- 
based device on the same AC circuit as the 
SWAlSOlz? Use an AC line filter or plug the 
SWAlSOlz into a different AC circuit. 

Hum 

• Try disconnecting the cable connected to the 
INPUT jack. If the noise disappears, it could 
be a “ground loop," rather than a problem 
with the SWAlSOlz. Try some of the following 
troubleshooting ideas ： 

• Use balanced connections throughout your 
system for the best noise rejection. 

• Whenever possible, plug all the audio equip¬ 
ment's linecords into outlets which share a 
common ground. The distance between the 
outlets and the common ground should be as 
short as possible.
